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Flood Control Board Adopts Budget 


For New Fiscal Year Starting October 1 


The Certrel.and Southern Flor- 
ida Flood Control District Gev- 
erning Board last Saturday ten- 


tatively adopted a $4,219,900 bud-| 


get for the fiscal year starting 
Oct. 1, calling for the maximum 
authorized levy of one mill. The 
board ordered advertisement of 
the propsoed budget with public 
hearings scheduled to start June 
10 and final adoption by July 10. 
The current budget is $3,032,500. 
and the 1951 tax rate is .8 mill, 
according to W. Turner Wallis 
secretary. The proposed budget 
provides for additional mainten- 
ance and operation costs resulting 
from completion of cooperative 
works and transfer of works and 
facilities of the Everglades Drain- 
age District as well as mounting 
general cost levels, he said. 
Counted as revenue to be avail- 
able the next fiscal year is $1,114,- 
400 in unobligated District funds 
to be carried over from the cur- 


rent fisĉal year, including $1,007,- 


087 from the Flood Control Ac 
count of the State General Rev- 
enue Funds, $10,000. District Gen- 


eral Fund and $97,313 District Re- 
serve Fund. ‘ 

Other receipts ‘anticipated are: 
$1,759,000 expected’ to be available 
from the Flood Control Account; 
and a net of $1,346,500 to be re- 
ceived from the District’s ad val- 
orem tax on an estimated $1,490,- 
000,000 taxable valuation on prop- 
erty in the 17 counties wholly or 
partly in the District. 

The one mill is expected to raise 
$1,383,000 compared to $934,000 
‘which sum was anticipated to be 
raised by .8 mill during the cur- 
rent year. The *2 mill increase ac- 
counts-for $269,200 and the re- 
mainder results from the estimat- 
ed increased valuation. 

The .5 mill levied by the Ever 
glades Drainage District for its
